Dessert-Type 
Citrus Fruit Has 


:|Market Potential 


By Karl W. Opitz 
Farm Advisor 

Owing to the increasing use of 
concentrated orange juice and the 
fact that Florida is in a better 
economic position to supply this 
market several Tulare county 
orange growers plan to grow and 
develop a market for new desseit- 
type citrus varieties. 

Some of these unusual varieties 
of citrus are already being grown 
in Central California in certain 
trial plots established in coopera- 
tion with the Riverside Experi- 
ment station. 

One of these new types, the 
Kara Mandarin, has proved well 
adapted. P. H. Goodell near Jas- 
mine and W. D. Emery in the Sun- 
land district have trees of this 
tangerine-type fruit.. It matures in 
late spring and produces fruit of 
pexeer ons eating quality. 

The Kara fruit is smaller than 
the Washington Navel orange but 
is considerably larger than the 
locally produced tangerines. It is 
not more seedy than other tan- 
gerines. 

Early small scale marketing 
tests at Los Angeles and New 
York showed returns of from 10c 
to 25c, per pound wholesale. This, 
of course, does not mean that these 
prices will prevail with large ship- 
ments. 

Other citrus hybrids being test- 
ed are Kincy Mandarin, Kinnow 
Mandarin, Wilking Mandarin, and 
Trovita Orange.

The open 
girdle increases the accumulation 
of carbohydrates in the fruit. 

Best results are obtained on 
healthy vines bearing moderate 
crops. Girdling heavily loaded 
vines produces little or no bene- 
fit. 


Some growers have double gir- 
dled their vines, that is, opening 
up the girdles again just as they 
are a! out to heal. Such a practice 
results in the root system being 
undernourished for a considerable 
period and is undoubtedly weaken- 
ing to the vines. 

Vines girdled once, carefully ir- 
rigated when the girdls are open, 
and the crop thinned show little or 
no weakening.

Cotton producers will have an 
extra year in which to redeem 
their 1952-crop cotton under the 
loan program, the department of 
agriculture has recently announc- 
ed. Commodity Credit corporation 
loans on 1952-crop upland cotton 
which have a maturity date of 
July 31, 1953 will be carried in a 
past-due status through July 31, 
1954, and farmers need take no 
action if they wish to leave their 
cotton under the loan.. 

As under the original program, 
however, producers may either 
sell their equity in the loan cotton 
or redeem the cotton from the 
loan and then sell their equity in

'ton from the loan and then sell to 
i dispose of some qualities of cotton 
at prices that will give them some

Completion of the Etiwanda 
lsteam station points up a signifi- 
cant change which has been tak- 
ing place on the Edison system in 
recent years. Formerly the com- 
pany’s generating facilities were 
primarily hydroelectric, with 
steam generating facilities used 
|for reserve capacity only. Today, 
with the more economical hydro- 
lelectric sites already developed, 
steam generation plays a basic 
part in the company’s production 
of electricity, accounting for ap- 
proximately 50 percent of Edison’s 
total generating capacity.

This dust 
may be obtained mixed with sul- 
fur for mildew prevention.
